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This letter is to confirm and summarize a telephone 
interview with Examiner Andrew Hill which occurred around the 
fourth week of August . 

During that telephone interview it was discovered that the 
Advisory Action dated August 11, 1995, (paper #13), had been 
incorrectly sent. The application had never been made final. 

Additionally, applicant's attorney Lawrence Chapa 
indicated that the proposed amendments to the specification in 
Amendment B dated July 7, 1995, were not needed as they had 
already been corrected in the final draft of the application 
filed. 

Examiner Hill indicated that an Examiner's Action 
considering the arguments of the already filed Amendment B was 
the appropriate next step. However, due to Examiner Hill's 
crowded docket an Examiner's Action may be somewhat delayed. 
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Applicant submits that this represents an accurate summary 
of the telephone interview conducted in late August .
